WINNIPEG, MAN.—Problems of 
the agricultural producers of the 
Dominion from coast to coast were 
passed in review at the Eleventh 
Annua! Convention of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, held at the 
Fort Garry Hotel from here January 
28th to 30th inclusive. 

Decisions were made upon major 
issues Of policy, affecting the well-being 
of Canada’s primary industry as a 
whole and of its various sections. 


Tolerance, Reconciling Differences 


Upon one matter of national 
importance, concerning which the 
interests of two classes of ‘primary 
producers are not superficially identical, 
there was debate, vigorous and frank, 
which revealed among the spokesmen 
of this nation-wide organization aspirit 
of tolerance, goodwill and eagerness 
for intelligent compromise in the 
interest of the whole body of farm 

roducers, that augurs well for the 
uture of the Federation. The outcome 


of the debate made it clear that 
through tne ‘Federation the farm 
people have found the key to an 


essential unity of aim and action 
which will bring practical. advantage 
to each section and to the industry 
as a whole, whatever the differences 
of outlook due tu geography may be. 
But of that more later. 

As the reports on the year’s activities 
and achievements were laid before 
the Convention, and as speakers of 
national and international distinction- 
Sir Andrew Jones, C.M.G., head of 
the British Food Mission’ in Canada; 
Meade T. Foster, United States 
Agricultural Attache at Ottawa, 
among others, paid tribute to the 
achievement and to the power for 
good which the Federation now 
exercises in behalf of the farm people 
in many fieids of production,—one 
paragrapo in the report of the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer stood out vividly in 
the mind of this writer. This paragraph 
indicated how small the staff at Head 
Office still is.

WINNIPEG, Man.—Declaring that 
Canada had “not been given due 
credit for the part she played in 
minimising the extent of the famine 
which threatened parts of Europe in 
the second quarter of last year’; 
affirming that “no country made a 
greater contribution to the relief of 
the crisis’; describing the continuing 
food shortage, one consequence of 
which has been a recent cut in the 
ration of bacon from 3 to 2 ounces a 
week; Sir Andrew. Jones, C.M.G., 
head of the British’ Food Mission in 
Canada, in addressing the Annual 
Convention Dinner of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture at which 
the Manitoba Government were hosts, 
stressed the fact that “for the future 
the considerations that will weigh 
with you will be the 1ong-term interests 
of the Canadian farming industry.’’ 

Pointing out that “stability and 
efficiency”? are the twin pillars upon 
which the _ British Government’s 
agricultural policy rests, Sir Andrew 
suggested that Canada had a similar 
intention. There was no reason why 
Canada should not retain her position 
as the largest supplier of wheat to

In the first place green pastures 
provide a very palatable feed 
containing on a dry matter basis 
larger quantities of high quality 
proteins, minerals and vitamins 
than any other feed. 

Moreover, these elements are con- 
tained in young growing forage 
in a form which is readily available 
to animals. These .are important 
points in considering the ideal 
diet for dairy cows. - : 

Relative Low Cost 

Secondly, the ecst of feed nu- 
trients supplied in pasture are low 
compured with their cost in dry 
feed. Data presented in Extension 
bulletins show that pastures which 
supplied 42 per vent of the annual 
digestibie nutrients made up only 
15 per cent of the total feed cost, 
and that nutrients costing $1.00 
if supplied in a mixed alfalfa and 
brome pasture would cost $4.76 in 
the form of oats. 

Two Important Factors 

Two important factors contri- 
buting to the low cost of pasture 
feeding are: — 

1. The pasture system of feeding 
involves the minimum of cultiya- 
tion and re-seeding. 

2. Pasture crops: are harvested 
by the cows ut no expense to the 


dairyman.

Exercise Great Power 
Says J. E. Brownlee 


Quotes Orr Re Food Situation— 
Surpluses in Relation to Prices 
Real Farm Problem 


Before a farge evening meeting 
during U.F.A. Convention week, Hon. 
J. E. Brownlee, Vice-Presiaent of 
United Grain Growers, gave a most 
comprehensive account, in the ‘course 
of a powerful address, of the conference 
in London last year at which the inter- 
national Federation of Agricultural 
Producers was brought into being. 
He spoke in place of Chairman Ben 
Plumer of the Atberta Wheat Pool, 
who had: been ecalied to Washington 
to a mecting of the International 
Wheat Committee. 

“If we have the proper vision,” 
Mr. Brownlee stated, ‘the new Federa- 
tion can be an instrument of great 
power in world affairs.” 

Sir John Orr’s View 

The speaker described a conversa- 
tion he had had in London with Sir 
John Orr, Director General of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, 
who outlined to the Conference what 
he thought must be the farmers’ 
program for the next few years. 
Sir John had said “the world food 
shortage would -continue into 1947, 
and that measures should be taken 
to ensure that the 1947 crop shah be 
tne greatest harvest in the world’s 
history. Grain would be so badly 
needed for human consumption as 


- to divert feed from livestock, so that 


there would be a deiay io building up 

animal stock, with an _ inevitable 

shortage of animal produce in 1948 

and 1949.” 

Sir John had shown that he was 
not unaware of the difficulties in the 
situation, when he had said: ‘‘There 
is another aspect of this world food 
crisis which appears to me to be 
almost as important: In North and 
South America and. Australia they are 
making Herculean efforts to produce 
grains 

Sees Danger Ahead 

“Tf the production in Lurope comes 
up to the pre-war level suddenly, we 
shall find ourselves with piled up 
surpluses of grain in certain countries 
for which there is no economic demand. 
If that occurred, what would happen? 
A -sudden coliapse of prices of ee 
products and a big drop in prices on 
the international market and _ piled 
up surpluses in all countries, 

If that happened, it would mean 

a general bankruptcy of farmers 

everywhere, which would be the pre- 

- lude to an inevilable crisis such as 
we had after the last war, The* 
world has been so badly destrayed 
by this last war that it would not 
stand a second “agricultural slump 
followed by a world econumic 
ortsis,”’

Mr. Brownlee said that this quota- 
tion from Sir Jonn Orr contained a 
presentation of “the real problem 
of agriculture in the years to come— 
the problem of surpiuses in relation 
to price. Governments must find a 
way of stabilizing prices in years of 
heavy earryover, It is the funetion 
of national farm = organizations to 
grapple with that problem. It is also 
the function of an International farm 
organization if itis to play its part in 
world affairs.”

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Major Debate of U.F.A. Convention Week 


Looking back on the events of the 
U.F.A,. Convention as a whole; checking 
Over a considerable volume of notes 
on the principal debates of the week; 
recalling impressions of many short 
r, dco and of the personalities of 
the men and women who made them, 
the writer is confirmed in the judgment 
which he had formed before the dele- 
gates left for their homes—that the 
two outstanding characteristics of this 
Thirty-cighth Convention ‘of the 
Association were a_ degree of tolerance 
and goodwill unexcelled in itshistory,and 
secondly, a firm determination to 
continue to explore the paths to the 
unity of the farm movement in this 
Province until, if possible, agreement 
can be reached. 

Action Outlined 

This was made abundantiy clear 
by the votes on what were, in so far 
as the relations between the two 

rimary organizations of the farmers 
in Alberta are concerned, the major 
issues. Without question the delegates 
agreed to keep in being the ‘‘Contact 
Committee’ which has negotiated 
with similar committee of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union. Later, in specific 
terms, they reaffirmed their desire 
for amalgamation with the A.F.U. 
and stated the principles in accordance 
with which they believed this could 
be achieved. There were only three 
votes against the resolution, which 
read as foilows:; ‘‘Resoived, that the 
U.F.A. and U.F.W.A. make every 
possible move toward amaigamation 
rovided continued support of the 
Iberta Federation of Agriculture and

The Strike Issue 

The other major debate centred 
round the subject of strike action. 
A three-minute limit on speeches 
imposed by vote of the Convention 
enabled many delegates to participate, 
though it did result in some well 
th Latte and thoughtful presentations 

eing cut off just as the speakers were 
seeking to clinch their arguments? 

For once the delegates rejected the 
advice of the President, when he moved 
that the period allowed to each speaker 
be five minutes. 

The convention finally resolved 
“That we recognize the right of Cana- 
dian farmers to withhold their produce 
from the market if and when circum- 
stances warrant such action; that no 
direct strike action be taken unless 
a vote of the entire membership of 
the United Farmers of Aiberta is 
favorable by a three quarters majority 
of those voting such strike action.” 
It was further resolved; ‘‘that no steps 
be taken towards strike action until 
every effort to secure the desired 
results by negotiation has failed, and 
until after full consultation with the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture.’’ 


In Interest Of Unity 

It is not possible in brief space to 
do justice to the numerous. well 
reasoned brief addresses. A-few only 
can be touched upon. Jack Sutherland 
said that as a member, years ago, of 
the Western Federation of Miners 
(no longer existent) he had seen much 
money, time and effort wasted in 
economic warfare, which, had they 
been devoted to encouraging the 
intelligent use of the ballot would have 
rendered strike action unnecessary. 
Nevertheless, in the interests of har- 
mony in the farm movement, he was 
in favor of the adoption of the. resolu- 
tion, which contained proper safe- 
guards, and he urged others to vote 
for it. He strongly desired unity in 
the movement, and amalgamation. 

Contending that ‘‘strike action and 
Christian Democracy won’t go hand 
in hand,” Robert Muir of Leduc 
advised delegates to ‘‘think carefully 
before recognizing the possibility of 
strike action, even in principle.’ 
V. A. Hanson of Strathmore took a 
similar view; while George N. Johnston 
of Coronation, contended that by 
adopting even a resolution with safe- 
guards, such as this one, ‘‘you’ll have 
abendoned the tradition of our move- 
ment and adopted the communist and 
Fascist technique of direct action.” 
When Donald MacLeod later protested 
against what he felt to be an aspersion 
in those words, upon delegates who 
supported the resolution, Mr. Johnston 
stated with emphasis thet he had not 
intended to suggest that any delegates 
favoured totalitarian methods but added 
that the strike was nevertheless likely 
to,lead in that direction. ‘‘We are 
not subscribing to violence and mob 
rule,” said Mr. MacLeod, ‘There’s 
nothing suggested here that is not 
in accord with the law of the land.” 

Paul Farnalls of Halkirk thought 
the principles of law and order would be 
set aside if the resolution were adopted; 
while J. W. McLaughlin of Iddesleigh 
vigorously dissented, stating that he 
was_not in favor of the strike, however, 
except as a iast resort. 


President Gives Support 
President Church was emphatic in 
nis stand for the resolution, as a step 
which would make for possible unity; 
though he beiieved that farmers 
suffered most in strike action, The 
right was theirs, however. If a strong 
national organization could be built 
up, there would be no need for the 
farmers to strike. He wanted the 
farmers to form a single body, how- 
ever and this proposal would help. 
“T’m Broomop os opposed to vio ence, 
but {’m in favour of the resolution,’ 
said Mr, Baker of Bittern Lake,

farm production who sees in the 
present food shortage a source of 
grave peril to civilization. 
Sir John gave his address from his 
resent headquarters in Washington, 
t was arranged for the occasion of 
the C.F.A. gathering, and addressed 
to the Convention through the C.B.C. 
Sir John gave a solemn warning: 
Alternative Is Third War 

“T have said before that if the 
nations cannot work together on food 
they can work together on nothing. 
Let me say now that if governments 
do not give whole-hearted co-operation 
in the beginnings of a food plan for 
the benefit of the people of the world, 
there is no alternative to a third world 
war.” 

Those who attended the Winnipeg 
gathering, said Sir John, “represent 
the farmers of the world, while I am 
a farmer in the greatest food importing 
country in the world.” The problems 
of both classes of farmers were much 
the same. The immediate problem 
was to meet the crisis due to food 
shortage in many parts of the world, 
and so avoid a slump when the crisis 
is passed. 

Sir John went on to say that the 
world’s food supply would need to 
be increased by considerably more 
than 50 per cent to enable all people 
in all countries to obtain the 
“Spartan” diet of 2,700 calortes a 
day, the present level in the United 
Kingdom. 

Will Be No Surplus — 

“If the world food supply is to be 
regulated by needs of human beings,” 
said Sir John, “there wilt be no 
surplus in our day.”

the distinguished guests of the Federa- 
tion, made other contributions to 
the discussion of the worid agricuitural 
scene and Canada’s piace in it. What 
they said will be dealt with elsewhere. 
First of all, however, it will be of 
interest to turn to the one ‘‘full dress” 
debate of the Convention, which 
lasted practically a day, to which 
allusion was made in the opening 
paragraphs of this despatch. 

Debate on Barley Price Ceiling 
The subject was a resolution whic 
asked that the floor price of oats be 
raised (1) from 45 cents to 514 cents per 
bushel, basis No. 2 C. W. Fort William, 
and that the floor price of barley 
be increased from 60 cents to 64 3/4 
cents per bushel“No. 2 C. W. six-row, 
Fort William; (2) that the Canadian 
Wheat Board be appointed the 
exclusive marketing agent for coarse 
grains (there was no debate about 
that, unanimity being a matter of 
course); (3) that the domestic ‘eeiling 
price for oats for top grades be 
increased from 513 to 563 cents per 
bushel and the domestic ceiling price 
on top grades be increased from 64% 
to 74% cents, and that the Canadian 
Wheat Board arrange for equitable 
spreads on the lower grades of these 
grains; (4) That as an inducement to 
production an acreage payment of 
$5 per acre be paid on all acres sown 
to barley in Western Canada and 
that the equalization payment on 
barley be discontinued: (5) That the 
premium for malting barley be -in- 
creased from the present 5 cents to 20 
cents per bushel. .

deal more complicated than that. 
There was a growers’ point of view 
and a feeders point of view, yet the 
barley grower must have sufficient 
inducement to produce and the feeder 
must be able to buy at prices that will 
not unduly add to his production costs. 
eferred To Board 

The outcome was that the resolution 
was referred to the Board of Directors, 
but a very good purpose had been 
served by the discussion. When the 
Board’s decision is announced, it 
will probably be found to be a com- 
promise which wil result, if carried 
out, in the inducement to barley 
growers being made stronger than it 
now is, without adding materially 
to the feeders’ costs. This may be 
possible if the grades which normally 
supply most feed are not materially 
increased in price. Incidentally, it 
was pointed out during the course 
of the discussion that the immediate 
feed grain shortage in the East is 
largely due to the fact that, with 
cars short, only one car of feed grains 
can be moved for three of wheat, 
needed badly by Britain. The situa- 
tion may have been materially changed 
when this issue is delivered, as the 
Board of the C.F.A., in consultation 
with the Government, expect, we 
understand, to expedite matters.

Britain, even if conditions of free 

competition arose again. 
Bacon Market Imperilled 

As to bacon, Denmark and other 
European countries were certain to 
make a determined effort to recover 
tneir position in the British market. 
If trends of the last two years continued 
Canada was going to allow them to 
do so at the expense of her trade; 
since ‘‘bacon production has declined 
by 50 per cent here since 1944, and 
for this sharp fall the farmers in the 
prairie Provinces are entirely respon- 
sible.” The reputation of Canadian 
bacon was higher than ever. Ail the 
obstacles to the retention of the market 
had been removed. Tne British 
Government nad _ offered increased 
rices. It remained for the farmers to 
‘pay heed to the advice of their 
government Officials and to respond 
to the financial encouragement ex- 
tended to them.”

Pritchard of Wetaskiwin, also favoured. 
Mrs. Winifred Ross, past President 
of the U.F.W.A. ‘was opposed to 
strikes and could not support the 
resolution. If she had felt it would 
help towards unity, she would have 
done so, she indicated. 

Eugene O’Neil feit the important 
thing was to prevent a strike occurring 
and this the 
resolution provided for. 

Andrew Wood believed that the 
strike weapon could legitimatety be 
held in reserve as a weapon of last 
resort. He supported the resolution. 
“If we were 100 per cent organized 
and went down to Ottawa and what 
we asked for was refused, what should 
we say then?” he asked. ‘‘I’d tike to 
say that we’ll elect men who wil carry 
out our wishes; but if farmers say 
they won’t take politica: action, and 
aiso say that they won’t take strike 
action under any _ circumstances, 
there’s reaily nothing we can do to 
get the action we need.” 

“I’m apposed to strike action, but 
I'd like to see a position in which, if 
three-quarters of our members say 
they want it, a strike can be carried 
on,’ declared George Biggs of Elnora. 
‘We should give the Board the 
necessary power.”’

attended the 32nd Annual Con- 
vention of United Farm Women of 
Alberta héld recentiy in Calgary.

Problems of Education 


‘We are demanding teachers of a 
higher calibre,’’ declared Mrs. Minot 
Stetson, Edmonton, Convener’ of 
Idueation, ‘And for this we must pay 
higher salaries. A voung farmer, a 
druggist or dentist, ultimately expects 
to own his home, ear and. radio—but 
how far will the salarv of a rural 
teacher go in providing these things?’’ 

She reiterated the need for senior 
governments to pay at least 50% of 
the cost of education, pointing out 
that while at present Alberta assumes 
26% of ---cost, British Columbia, 
Ontario and Manitoba are understood 
to pay 50%. 

Summing up the results ‘of the 
questionnaire Sent to U.F’.W.A. Locals 
in July, Mrs. Stetson said it was 
conceded the enterprise method was 
an important step forward and failures 


“were due to incompetent teachers, a 


deplorable lack of driil, insufficient 
references, and jack of co-operation 
of parents. The results of this sum- 
mary were sent to Department of 
Education, and, Dr. Swift said, were 
being considered by the curriculum 
Branch, who are at present revising’the 
Course of Studies. 

Dr. Swift pointed out that the 
teacher shortage extends throughout 
North America. He felt that salaries 
must be raised and working conditions 
be made more attractive to retain the 
better teachers in the profession. He 
pointed out that the shortage was 
most acute in rural areas. 

He suggested educational problems 
needed the same ‘persistent research as 
cancer, The problems of a suitable 
program for the talented child, for 
the child who is not academically 
inclined, for equipping high school 
students to make the transition from 
student to worker, have not been 
solved.

had reached a total of $1,784,150, and 
commission revenue had _ increased 
35 per cent over 1945. Twenty-five 
new agencies for petroleum products 
had been set up in the Province, 
bringing the total up to 134. 

Appreciation was expressed of the 
high quality of products supplied by 
Maple Leaf Petroleum Limited, and 
of the efficient and courteous service 
received from the manager and staff. 

Two New Stores 

Two new stores had been opened 
during the year, at Acadia Valley and 
at Coronation. In volume of business 
for 1946, Calgary headed the list, 
with $642,205; Medicine Hat was in 
second place, with $188,691; Three 
Hills came third, with $128,922; and 
Drumheller fourth, with $110,381. 
Business done at the remaining stores, 
Acadia Vailey, Big Valicy, Camrose, 
Chinook, Coronation, Milo, Morrin, 
Oyen, Strathmore, Veteran and Young- 
stown, brought the grand total to 
$1,650,685. 
_ The extension of the Calgary build- 
ing, commenced in 1945, had been 
brought into use in April, 1946, more 
than doubling the space availiable 
for store, offices and warehouse. It 
housed “departments for groceries, 
hardware, meats, dry goods, boots 
and shoes, furniture, drugs, stationery, 
livestock supplies, etc., and in addition 


the offices of Maple Leaf Petroteum 


Limited and the Western Farm Leader, 
a semi-monthly journal which, includ- 
ing its predecessors The United Farmer 
and The U.F.A., has been associated 
with the farm organization and co- 
operatives for the past 25 years.” 

Binder twine, handled at the stores 
and by arrangement with United Grain 
Growers, Limited, through groups of 
farmers at 100 points, was the 
principal activity in the bulk sales 
department; handlings of $80,103, 
showed an increase of nearly 50 per 
cent over the previous year. 

Restrictions of the Coal Controlier 
and shortages of supplies had limited 
business in coal. Distribution of fence 
poss, salt, and livestock supplies 

rought the total value of bulk supplies 
to $134,851. 

Connection With A.C.W.A. 

Connection with the Alberta Co- 
operative Wholesale had been strength- 
ened, and the agreement whereby the 
Co-operative would service petroleum 
products through units of the A.C. W.A; 
was being implemented. Progress 
was also being made in consolidating 
purchases with the A.C.W.A. 

Income Tax Changes 

It was clear, the report stated, 
that changes in the Income; War Tax 
Act would make surplus’ earnings 
taxable unless paid in cash within 
twelve months after the end of the 
fiscal year, while cash payments of 
dividends now held in deferred funds 
wilt be exempt. In the case of an 
expanding business such as that of 
the U.I’.A. Central Co-operative, this 
would mean that the exemption on 
past dividends would be far from equal 
to the amount of current dividends. 

“This new requirement,”’ continued 
the report, ‘‘will obviously necessitate 
a change of plans in financing future 
expansion,”’ 

he affiliated co-operatives, Acadia, 
Coronation and Pembina associations, 
had recorded expansion and progress 
during the year, their principal 
business being in bulk supplies. 

No drive for additions to the mem- 
bers’ 1:oan capital fund had _ been 
carried on except where’ new branch 
stores had beense dvAt October 
3lst, members loans had totalled 
$165,375. Loans accepted during the 
current year were on a_ ten-year 
basis, with 3 per cent interest, capital 
to be returned in ten equal annual

Overseas exports of Canadian wheat 
have been proceeding at a slow rate. 
Up until January 24th 'the total was 
only 71,773, 805 bushels (not ine:uding 
wheat flour) for tne crop year, as 
compared with over 164 _ million 
busheis for the same period in the 
previous crop year. 

Up until the beginning of 1947 
Great Britain had received only about 
60 million bushels of the contracted 
supply of 160 million. This has caused 
some British criticism of the contract, 
the suggestion being that the Canadian 
Wheat Board is selling wheat that 
should go to meet the British ;contract 
to other nations for higher prices. 
Grain trade circles in Winnipeg are 

redicting that Canada is going to 
have difficulty in fulfilling the British 
contract this year. 


Trouble Is Transportation 


The reai trouble lies with transpor- 
tation, and it is giving the Wheat 
Board a bad headache. During the 
war the railways operated at capacity 
and under great stress without being 
able to obtain needed car repairs and 
replacements. Equipment has gradual- 
ly broken down. Then, since the end 
of the war, there has been strong 
competition for freight cars. Coal has 
been in heavy demand and given 
high priority for cars. There has been 
a great rush for consumer goods and 
commodities, and the pressure on 
transportation has been terrific. 

There are other reasons for the 
slowness of wheat exports from Canada 
this crop year. In the first place, 
Canadian wheat bins were cleaned out 
40 meet the urgent requirements of 
European countries in the forepart 
of 1946. Canada had already shipped 
185 million bushels of se Bei and 
flour between August Ist and December 
Z3lst, 1945, and was urged to ship 
another 150 million bushels during 
the first six months of 1946. This 
country came through with that 
volume, but it cleaned out Canadian 
bins. The carryover on July 3lst, 
1946, was barely sufficient to supply 
domestic needs until the new crop 
was harvested. 

The 1946 prairie wheat crop totalled 
400 million bushels. Just as harvesting 
started, wet weather set in, and 
vexatious weather delays dragged out 
“i operation until the end of Novem- 

er. 

The coal strike in the United States 
last spring brought about a coal 
shortage which required the diversion 
of much -Great Lake shipping from 
wheat carrying to coal carrying. As 
a resuit, ships awaiting wheat cargos 
were held up on the St. Lawrence 
river and on the Atlantic seaboard. 

Another important claim on trans- 
portation comes from Eastern Canada, 


where feed grains are in very short . 


supply. , This situation has placed an 
added load on the over-burdened 
railways.
